The purpose of these projects is to replace the bridges to provide a safer and more reliable
access to the surrounding communities and the traveling public.

7-1126.00 - The bridge over Hays Fork (ID#076B00086N) is structurally deficient with girder
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deterioration, spalling, exposed reinforcement, and concrete railing damage. It has a sufficiency
rating of 23.10.

7-1128.00 - The bridge over Shaker Creek (ID#084B00001N) is functionally obsolete with
deterioration, cracking in abutment. It has a sufficiency rating of 47.5.

7-1133.00 - The bridge over North Rolling Fork (ID#011C00042N) is structurally deficient with
cracked pavement. It has a sufficiency rating of 19.20.

The selected consultant will be required to provide Preliminary Roadway Design, including the
preparation of engineering studies, identification of appropriate typical sections, identifying any
utility impacts, performing drainage design, developing dependable cost estimates, conducting
and preparing documents for public meetings, and providing documents and/or plans to be used
in obtaining an approved Environmental Document.

This project will be advanced to Final Roadway Design, with a Contract Modification. The
selected consultant will then be required to provide engineering services to perform Final
Roadway Design, including the preparation of any design studies, drainage design, right-of-way
plans, construction plans, traffic control plans, and cost estimates.
